THE IRISH LANGUAGE, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—In reference to ‘‘ Babel’s’’ letter in 
to-day’s Jrish Times, I think that he would 
be well advised to study ‘* Donegal Irish,” 
in books such as J. P. Craig’s “ Progressive 
Studies,” until he can converse freely with 
Donegal native speakers. He will then find 
that, whether he goes to Mayo, Galway, 
Kerry or Waterford, he will understand 
everything he hears, with some few excep- 
tions, at the first trial; and, if he spends 
some time in any of these counties, he will 
soon get used to difference of accent, etc. 

I know for a fact that Connacht books, 
such as “ Laochra Gaedhal,’’ are used in the 
Donegal bi-lingual schools by children, many 
of whom speak no English at home. I my- 
self have heard Munster songs, such as 
“Eamon A Ohnuic”’ and Bergin’s “ Maidean 
$ mBéarra,”” sung by native speakers in 
Bunbey, Co. Donegal, without the alteration 
of one word. The accent, of course, differs, 
but there is no such thing as a homogeneous 
Ulster or Connacht dialect. Mayo men and 
Donegal men speak the same Irish, and can 
only be distinguished by a word here and 
there—such, for instance, as the Mayo man’s 
“‘fatat’’ (for potatoes), instead of 
* préatal,’’ which is the form current in 
Donegal and Kerry alike. The Trish for 
‘comes " in Donegal is ‘‘thig,”’ ‘tig’ or 
“thigeann.’’ These forms go as far south 
as Galway, where “‘tagann,”’ the Southern 
form, begins to replace them. Clare and 
Arran vary between ‘‘ Munster Irish” and 
“Connacht Irish,” and so on. 

I myself learnt Irish at school from Kerry 
teachers, was examined for the “ Fdinne’’ by 
a Cork man, and, when I visited Donegal last 
summer, found no more difficulty with the 
Donegal Irish than with Northern or Kerry 
English. A Donegal fisherman and a Glan- 
dore, Co. Cork, fisherman both agreed in tell- 
ing me that they could understand most of 
the Scottish Gaelic-speaking fishermen they 
had met. The Donegal man added that the 
Stornoway Gaelic was easier to .understand 
than that of other parts of the Highlands. 

Of course, where a Donegal man would say 
“D'fhág mé an leabhar sa bhaile,” a 
Southern would say “ D’fhdgas”’ (or “ D'fhág 
mé”’) an leabhar aige baile,” bat they would 
understand each other perfectly. Common
